State of New Hampshire. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Ashland in the Coun- 
ty of Grafton, in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the ‘Town Hall in 
said Ashland on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make ap- 
propriation of the same. 


3. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the support of the town library. 


4. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the observance of Memorial day. 


5. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate to defray the current expenses of the fire 
department for the ensuing year. 


6. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate for the payment of the town debt and to 
defray the interest thereon for the ensuing year. 


7. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
aud appropriate for the laying out, building and repairing 
highways and bridges for the ensuing year. 
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8. To see what action the town will take in relation to 
the police court, or what they will do about it. 


9. To see if the town will vote to extend the concrete 
sidedwalk on River street from the residence of Mr. Jacob 
Peaslee to the Asquam ‘Transportatio Co. boat house, and 
raise or appropriate money for the same. 


10. To see if the town will vote to place not more 
than five street lights on River street at such intervals as 
in the judgment of the selectmen shall seem best. 


11. To see if the town will vote to place one or more 
street lights on East Main street near the residence of 
Byron K. Smythe. 


12. To see if the town will authorize the selectmen to 
sell the gravel pit located on River street near the saw mill. 


13. To see what action the town will take as to the 
suppression of the gypsy and brown-tail moths and raise and 
appropriate money for the same. 


14. To see what action the town willtake in relation 
to the town dump. 


15. To see if the town will vote to authorize the se- 
lectman to appoint policemen for the ensuing year and fix 
their compensation.

ASHLAND SPECIAL SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


During the year the school building has been equipped 
with approved heating, ventilating, and sanitary apparatus, 
at an expense of $4,500.00, of which $1,000.00 has been 
paid, leaving a balance of $3,500.00 which is to be paid in 
installments of $500.00 each year until paid. 

A new shaking grate has been placed under the steam 
boiler and other minor repairs made, at an expense of about 
$100.00, which have been paid for. We believe that the 
results from these improvements will be satisfactory. 

Chapter 52 of the Session Laws of 1909 requires that 
“the school board of each district in their annual report 
shall state in detail the sums of money which will be requir- 
ed during the ensuing fiscal year for the purchase of text- 
books, scholars’ supplies, flags and appurtenances, and for 
the payment of the tuition of the scholars of the district in 
high schools and academies in accordance with chapter 96 
of the Laws of 1901, and for the payment of all other statu- 
tory obligations of the district.”
